31 August 1812--2 May 1905 


Had lived to be 92 years of age with many descendents. 

Cameron, Texas. May 8- (8 May 1905) GABRIEL POOL 92, died 
at his home last night in Corinth community, about twelve 
miles west of here. Had he lived till the 31st of August he 
would have been 93 years old. He was born in Edgefield. S.C. 
August 31, 1812, and at the age of 8 years he moved to Perry 
Co. Alabama on the 3rd of July 1834 he was married to Miss 
Alpha Russell, who was five years his junior, and she 
survives him. In 1870 he moved to Texas and has since been a 
citizen of Milam County. There were twelve children born to 
this couple, six boys and six girls, eight of whom survive 
their father. The oldest child is more than 67 years old. 
Deceased left surviving him forty-one grand children, sixty 
three great grand children and two great great grand 
children, a total of 114. There have been of his family, 
including his children and their children, only seven deaths 
among the adults and seventeen infants in seventy years. Mr 
Pool has been a consistent member of the Methodist Church and 
universally regarded as a good man by all who knew him. He 
was also a Mason and a number of that order left here this 
morning to participate in the burial of one of their 
brethren. The funeral was conducted at Corinth Church and 
burial at that cemetery. A large concourse of people attended 
many going from Cameron. Perhaps he and his wife lived 
together longer than any other couple in Texas, and his 
leaving his aged companion is one of the sad features of 
death of the good old man. (died May 2 1905 buried Corinth 
cemetery) (copied from newspaper clipping) 


GABRIEL POOL was born in South Carolina Aug. 31, 1812, and 
with his parents he moved to Perry County, Alabama, in 1824, 
at which place on July 3, 1834, he was married to Miss Alpha 
Russell, and at old Mt. Hermon Church in 1839 he was 
converted and joined the M. E. Church, of which he was an 
exemplary member to the day of his death. In 1870 he came to 
Texas, arriving in Milam County Dec. 24. Here he lived until 
God called him home to heaven May 2,1905. He served the 
Church faithfully as steward, trustee and Sunday-school 
Superintendent; in fact, doing anything the Church called 
upon him to do. He was the father of twelve children., Two 
died in the faith after they were grown. The remaining ten 
are all Christians-- nine Methodists and one Baptist. The 
companion of his life still remains, and though 88 years old 
Aug. 1, she is strong in body, mind and faith. Bro. Pool was 
a Christian man in the strictest sense of the word. It was a 
blessing to me as his pastor to visit him. May God bless and 
keep his aged wife.
